THE  TWO  APPLEGATE'S

I t seems  that  in  the  late  1800 's  there  were  two  Applegate's.  Both 
-ore  Photographers  and  both  operated  carousels. 

n 1884  John  R.  Applegate  built  an  amusement  pier  in  Atlantic  City 
*3  Tennessee  Avenue  and  the  Boardwalk.  He  issued  several  varieties 
ff  tokens  includeing  a 50  ride  token  which  because  it  mentions  a ride 
3 listed  as  Atwood  NJ  20 J . John  Applegate  operated  the  pier  for 
E2ven  seasons  and  in  1891  it  was  taken  over  by  John  L.  Young  who 
Derated  Young  &Co.,  Young's  Amusement  Co.,  and  Young  & Me  Shea  with 
artner  Stewart  Me  Shea.  All  the  successors  also  issued  ride  tokens 
Ut  since  no  mention  of  "ride"  is  made,  they  aren't  listed  in  Atwood. 

me  other  Applegate  is  James  Applegate  who  operated  his  carousel  in 
i miladelphia  at  8th,  Franklin,  & Vine  Streets.  James  Applegate  also 
issued  several  tokens. 

Ido  knows,  maybe  these  two  Applegate's  were  brothers?  They  had  the 
ame  interests  and  hobbies.

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WASHINGTON'S  HEADQUARTERS  "ROCKINGHAM"  ROCKY  HILL,  N.J.

The  revolutionary  war  was  over  when  the  British 
commander,  Cornwallis,  surrendered  at  Yorktown,  Va 
in  October  1781,  but  not  until  April  1783  was 
New  Jersey  officially  informed,  by  proclamation  of 
William  Livingston,  the  states  first  governor,  tha 
hostilities  had  come  to  an  end. 

The  small  town  of  Princeton,  N.J.  became  the  nations  first  capital, 
Congress  duly  convened  on  the  thirtieth  of  June.  General  Washington  was 
asked  to  attend  and  "Rockingham",  only  a few  miles  from  Princeton  at  Roc 
Hill  was  found  to  house  the  General,  as  town  accomodations  were  crowded. 
This  was  the  home  of  the  late  John  Berrien,  former  Justice  of  the  Supreir 
Court  of  N.J.,  and  although  hoping  to  sell,  his  widow  agreed  to  rent  the 
house  for  the  duration  of  Washington's  stay. 

"Rockingham"  is  believed  to  be  the  second  oldest  house  in  the  valley  of 
the  Millstone  River,  dating  somewhere  between  1702  and  1710.  It  was  bui 
by  John  Harrison  of  Connecticut  and  stayed  in  his  family  until  1735  wher 
John  Berrien  bought  it.  It  was  "The  Berrien  House"  on  John  Dailey's  map 
of  17^5*  Mr.  Berrien  greatly  enlarged  it  for  his  growing  family  and  lat 
gave  it  the  name  it  is  famous  for,  "Rockingham".  It  had  many  owners  til 
1872  after  Mrs.  Berrien  sold  it  in  1803  to  Frederick  Cruser  who  lived  th 
to  I83O.  By  1896  the  Rocky  Hill  Quarry  Co.,  then  the  owners,  had  expand 
to  such  a degree  that  the  hill  on  which  the  house  stood  was  gone  and  the 
house  itself  was  being  severely  shaken  by  the  blasting.  The  Princeton 
Chapter  of  the  Daughters  of  the  American  Revolution  rescued  the  house  ir 
1897 » purchasing  it  from  the  quarry.  It  was  then  moved  further  up  the 
hill  onto  a tract  of  land  which  had  been  the  camp  ground  for  Washington' 
troopers.  This  land  sold  for  $1.00  to  the  newly  formed  Washington  Head- 
quarters Association  of  Rocky  Hill.  The  Association  raised  money  to  res 
and  furnish  the  house  and  although  not  completely  furnished,  "Rockingham 
was  open  to  the  public  by  August  1897*  In  1935  "the  property  was  transfe 
to  the  State  of  New  Jersey  as  a "Historic  Shrine". 

In  1957  the  house  had  to  be  moved  a second  time  because  of  the  creeping 
encroadhments  of  the  quarry.  The  battered  house  traveled  eastward,  abou 
half  a mile  along  Route  518,  the  road  from  Rocky  Hill  to  New  Brunswick. 
There  it  is  today,  interest  by  dedicated  citizens,  Mr.  & Mrs.  R.P.  Alsop; 
of  Middlebush,  raised  funds  with  the  backing  of  the  Franklin  Township 
Historical  Society.  The  organized  the  current  Rockingham  Association. 

Reopened  in  1963  as  a house  museum  it  was  completely  furnished  as  it  was 
in  1783 » ready  to  receive  its  famous  tenant.  It  was  a proud  moment  in  ' 
1973  when  the  Alsops  accepted  on  behalf  of  the  Rockingham  Association, 
New  Jersey  Historical  Society's  Historic  Landmark  Award  for  "the 
distinguished  preservation  of  "Rockingham",  the  Rocky  Hill  Headquarters  . 
Of  General  George  Washington  in  1783." 

The  state  caretaker  living  in  this  famous  house  since  1972  is  the  wife  0 
my  friend,  Elwood  Graff.  Naturally  with  1983  being  the  200th  anniversar, 
of  "Rockingham",  I suggested  to  Elwood  an  elongated  coin  design  to  mark 
the  occasion.  To  this  he  agreed  so  I set  work.  Again  using  the  old  trie-' 
and  true  postcard  view  method  I designed  as  follows;  plain  wire  borderv 
horizontal  roll,  1783  at  left,  Washington's  Hdqs . Rockingham  House,  Rock 
Hill,n.j.  1983  at  right.  Frank  Brazell  returned  his  art  work  of  my  roug 
sketch  which  we  approved  and  now  "Rockingham"  has  a small  copper  memento; 
all  its  own.  I

LICENSE  PLATE  COLLECTORS 

The  New  Jersey  Motor  Vehicle  Department  has  a new  free  booklet 
detailing  the  history  of  New  Jersey  license  plates  from  the  beginning 
in  1906  until  now.  Includeing  color  pictures  it  details  the  changes

CASINO  CHIPS 

BY  ARCHIE  A.  BLACK 


Having  read  Editor  Weiss'  plea  in  the  last  issue  of  "Jerseyana"  for  articles  needed, 

I decided  that  perhaps  I should  pickup  where  I left  off  on  my  Atlantic  City  Casino 
Chip  article  first  published  in  Issue  #27.  In  that  issue  the  $1.00,  $2.50  and  $5 
denominations  were  described, and  updated  in  issue  #28.  The  next  value  in  progres- 
sion is  unquestionably  the  toughest  to  obtain.  The  $20  chip. 

As  stated  in  my  earlier  article,  all  Atlantic  City  chips  are  identically  color  coded 
for  each  denomination,  no  matter  what  casino  one  is  visiting.  To  review,  all  $1.00 
chips  are  white.  All  $2.50  chips  are  Pink.  All  $5  chips  are  red.  Yellow  is  the 
color  designated  by  the  Casino  Control  Commission  for  $20  chips. 

The  $20  chips  were  issued  primarily  for  use  at  the  Baccarat  tables,  although  occas- 
sionaly  they  would  be  carried  from  the  Baccarat  Pit  by  a player  and  put  into  play  on 
one  of  the  other  table  games  such  as  Black  Jack,  Craps^ or  exchanged  for  Roulette  chips. 

Most  casinos  have  since  withdrawn  the  $20  chips,  for  reasons  still  unclear  to  this 
writer.  Generally  speaking,  once  a chip  has  been  withdrawn  from  play  by  the  casino 
it  is  virtually  impossible  to  obtain  a specimen  due  to  strict  Casino  Control  Commis- 
sion regulations.  Therefore,  the  OBSOLETE  $20  chips  are  treated  as  prized  possessions 
in  a chip  collector's  set.  However,  having  stated  the  forgoing,  I must  clarify  that 
not  all  casinos  have  issued  $20  chips.  In  addition,  the  $20  chip  is  still  presently 
in  use  in  two  A.C.  casinos  that  I'm  aware  of. 


The  following  illustrations  are  all  the  $20  A.C.  chips  known  to  the  writer.  If  any 
NJES  member  knows  otherwise,  I would  be  most  happy  to  hear  from  you.  Please  write 
to  P.0,  Box  63  Brick,  NJ  08723.

In  the  good  old  days  when  coin  dealers  had  junk  boxes,  once  in  a while 
you  came  across  a token  with  a magician  pictured  and  just  the  name,  ADAMS. 
After  a while  I had  several  varieties,  brass,  white  metal,  Adams 
raised  letters,  and  Adams  incuse  letters  but  I never  knew  who  Adams  was. 

In  1978  a TAMS  Journal  supplement  on  "Magician  Tokens"  was  published 
and  listed  was  ADAMS  MAGIC  CO.,  ASBURY  PARK,N.J.,  Date:  195°  to  date. 

So  I put  my  tokens  in  my  New  Jersey  collection  and  another  maverick 
was  identified. 

About  a year  ago  I purchased  a brass  raised  letter  variety  with  a large 
clean  center  hole  . My  curiosity  was  aroused  and  I wanted  to  know  if 
any  other  varieties  were  available  and  if  the  company  still  issued 
tokens . 

I contacted  Mr.  J .H .Adams , company  President  and  son  of  the  founder, 

S.S. Adams  and  here  is  the  correct  information. 

Soren  S.  Adams  lived  in  Plainfield,  N.J.  and  was  a coal  tar  salesman. 

A wasteful  by-product  of  coal  tar  was  a material  which  made  you  sneeze, 
and  in  1906  he  started  a mail  order  business  selling  sneezing  powder. 

The  first  listing  in  the  Plainfield  directory  is  1908  as  Soren  S.  Adams, 
104  Madison  Ave ; mail  order.  In  the  1909  directory  he  is  listed  under 
Novelties  and  in  1910  the  address  is  Babcock  Building.  The  first 
listing  of  the  current  name,  S.S. Adams  Co.  is  1915  and  the  address 
moves  to  925  South  Ave.  which  is  also  his  residence. 

Sometime  after  1920  he  left  Plainfield  for  5'th&Main  St,  Asbury  Park, N.J. 
and  then  moved  to  Neptune  in  the  193°'s  where  they  are  still  in  business 
making  magic  tricks. 

Mr.  Adams  was  never  a magician  and  the  company  products  were  designed 
for  amateur  magicians. 

The  Adams  tokens  were  not  given  away  as  storecards  but  were  sold  in 
various  tricks  to  use  in  place  of  coins.  There  are  four  distinct 
varieties;  brass  and  white  metal,  both  with  raised  letters  and  incuse 
letters  and  I have  seen  both  varieties  with  the  large  center  hole, 
this  was  used  in  a floating  coin  on  a string  trick. 

Mr. J.H. Adams  doesn't  remember  how  much  the  tokens  originally  sold  for 
but  he  worked  in  the  factory  and  he  remembers  drilling  the  center  holes 
himself. 

He  believes  some  tokens  were  struck  by 
Whitehead  & Hoag,  because  of  the  quality 
I believe  the  brass  tokens,  and  some 
came  from  Germany( whitemetal?) . It  is 
his  belief  that  all  the  tokens  were  from 
before  World  War  II. 

The  company  is  in  its  80th  year  and  a 
sign  of  the  times  is  that  while  tokens 
were  cheaper  in  the  20' s and  30' s, 
in  the  80 's  coins  are  cheaper.  All 
their  tricks  now  use  coins,  no  tokens 
are  used  today.

MEDALS  YOU  GOTTA  WORK  FOR 

by  David  Gladfelter 

(Swimming  is  what  I do  for  cardiovascular  fitness,  and  Masters 

competitive  swimming  is  one  of  the  incentives  that  keeps  me  working  out. 
An  important  part  of  the  Masters  program  is  participating  in  the  swim 
meets  held  by  the  various  YMCA ' s and  swim  clubs  where  adult  Masters 
swimmers  of  all  ages  --  the  oldest  I've  seen  is  86  --  can  compete  in 
events  ranging  from  5°  yards  to  nearly  a mile.  The  prizes  can  be  any- 
thing from  ribbons  to  medals  to  T shirts,  and  a collector  of  medals 
can  put  together  quite  an  interesting  display  from  what  he  or  she  brings 
home  from  swim  meets. 

Four  of  the  medals  awarded  at  these  meets  have  a New  Jersey 
connection  and  are  described  below. 

GARDEN  STATE  GAMES

Note ; Smaller  39mm.  medals  of  similar  design,  omitting  initials 
N.J.,  were  awarded  in  past  years.  These  small  size  Garden 
State  Games  medals  are  suspended  from  red,  white  and  blue 
pin-on  ribbons  instead  of  neck  ribbons.  They  come  in  two 
finishes,  a bright  finish  similar  to  a metal  plating,  and 
a matte  finish  similar  to  a metallic  paint  and  identical 
to  the  finish  on  the  65mm.  medals. 


The  Garden  State  Games  are  sponsored  annually  by  the  State  of 
New  Jersey  in  28  different  sports,  including  swimming.  The  object  of 
the  games  is  "to  offer  opportunity  for  New  Jersey  Residents  to  develop 
increased  health  awareness  while  motivating  citizens  in  their  quest 
for  improved  health  and  physical  fitness  in  a competitive  atmosphere." 
Any  New  Jersey  resident  who  is  physically  prepared  is  eligible  to 
Participate  in  the  games.

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KEARNY  DISABLED  VETERANS  HOME 

WHO  WAS  JOE  WILLIAMS?  WHY  DID  HE  ISSUE  A TOKEN? 

by  Herbert  Weiss 

Even  before  the  Civil  War  was  over,  the  State  of  New  Jersey  realized 
a home  for  the  many  returning  sick  and  wounded  veterans  was  needed. 

On  July  4,  l8$5,  just  a few  months  after  the  wars  end,  the  state  took 
over  the  Ward  U.S.  Army  General  Hospital,  on  Seventh  Avenue,  in 
Newark  and  opened  the  New  Jersey  State  Home  for  Veterans* 

In  1887  the  state  appropriated  $225,000.  and  built  the  New  Jersey 
Disabled  Soldiers  Home  on  15  acres  overlooking  the  Passaic  River 
in  Kearny,  N.J.  There  were  seventeen  buildings  includeing  four 
dormitories,  hospital,  chapel,  library,  dining  hall,  kitchen  and 
stable.  In  the  early  days  it  was  run  as  an  institution,  but  later 
on,  the  stone  walls  were  removed  and  the  military  pass  system 
discontinued,  so  the  veterans  were  free  to  come  and  go. 

Not  everything  military  was  discontinued.  In  a 1908  advertisement 
in  the  "Observer"  newspaper,  besides  the  requests  for  food  supplies, 
also  needed  were  dark  blue  blouses,  dark  blue  vests,  light  blue 
trousers,  black  campaign  hats  and  blue  military  caps. 

Originally  for  Civil  War  vets,  later  on  veterans  of  the  Spanish 
American,  Mexican  Frontier  and  World  War  were  at  the  home. 

In  1911  the  home  had  a high  of  688  veterans  and  during  its  45  years 
cared  for  over  25000  men,  some  staying  a few  days  or  weeks  and  others 
staying  many  years. 

As  the  old  soldiers  died  the  dormitories  were  closed.  Finally,  with 
only  46  men  living  in  the  hospital,  the  home  was  closed  in  July  1932, 
and  the  vets  were  transferred  to  the  Menlo  Park  Soldiers  Home  . 

Of  the  46,  thirteen  were  Civil  War  vets  with  ages  between  85  and  93* 

Joseph  Williams,  born  in  England  in  1846  was  18  and  living  in  Newark 
on  September  27.  1864  when  he  enlisted  in  Company  A,  39  New  Jersey 
Infantry  Volunteers  as  a private.  Mustered  in  on  October  11,  1864, 
and  after  brief  training  at  Camp  Frelinghuysen  in  Newark,  the  company 
left  for  the  Petersburg  Virginia  area.  The  company  saw  very  light 
action  and  participated  in  the  capture  of  Fort  Mahone  near 
Petersburg  on  April  2,  I865.  Records  show  only  one  man  killed  on 
picket  duty,  but  several  deaths  due  to  consumption  and  dysentary. 

The  period  of  enlistment  for  the  39  Volunteers  was  only  nine  months 
and  they  were  mustered  out  at  Alexandria,  Va.  on  June  17.  1865. 

Eut  not  Joe  Williams,  he  and  two  others  were  taken  to  the  Ward 
Army  Hospital  in  Newark  and  he  was  mustered  out  on  June  26,  1865* 

This  shows  a sign  of  service  related  illness  but  I couldn't 
determine  what. 

The  1867-68  Newark  City  Directory  shows  Joseph  Williams  living  at 
195  East  Kinney  St.  Also  at  this  address  is  Julia  William^,  widow 
of  William  Williams  who  could  have  been  Josephs'  parents. 

After  1868  there  are  no  listings  for  Joseph  or  Julia  Williams  so 
they  must  have  moved  from  Newark. 
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WHO  WAS  JOE  WILLIAMS

Joseph  Williams  was  admitted  to  the  Disabled  Soldiers  Home  in  Kearny 
on  April  17 » 1901 » he  was  55»  his  disability  was  poor  vision,  his 
occupation  was  listed  as  laborer.  He  lived  in  the  home  for  28  yearg 
until  his  death  on  July  17,  1929  at  the  age  of  83*  He  was  buried 
on  July  19 » 1929  in  the  veterans  circle  of  Arlington  Cemetary  in 
Kearny.  And  that  is  all  I could  learn  about  Joe  Williams. 


In  examining  the  token  we  find  the  name  "Joe  Williams"  in  larger 
letters  than  "Disabled  Veterans  Home",  this  shows  it  was  his  token  a 
the  home  was  his  address.  The  denomination  was  "Good  for  10  in  trad 
but  10  what,  no  0 is  shown  and  100  was  a lot  of  money  during  the  yea 
Joe  Williams  was  at  the  home.  The  state  supplied  all  the  necessitie 
so  what  could  Joe  Williams  do.  If  his  health  was  good  and  only 
his  vision  was  impaired  he  might  have  operated  some  sort  of  concessi 
at  the  home.  Possibly  a newspaper  stand  or  commissary,  but  again 
the  10  was  high  for  the  times.  Neither  newspapers,  candy,  soda  or 
cigarettes  cost  100  then.  I've  exhausted  my  sources  so  I doubt  if 
we  will  ever  know.

Located  at  801  Main  Street  in  Avon-By-The-Sea , New  Jersey,  Schneider's 
celebrated  their  25th  year  of  business  with  a commemorative  token. 

It  is  one  of  my  favorite  restaurants  which  I highly  reccomend. 

I talked  with  Mr.  Schneider  about  the  tokens  and  here  is  what  I 
learned . 

A total  of  2010  tokens  were  purchased  from  Hoffman  & Hoffman  of 
Carmel,  California  as  follows; 

10  silver  plated  brass 
1000  nickel  plated  brass 
1000  plain  brass 

2010  total  pieces 

Schneider's  Restaurant  & Ice  Cream  Depot  actually  celebrated  their 
25th  anniversary  January  19 » 1985  but  the  tokens  arrived  late,  in 
February  85.  Customers  like  myself,  who  went  to  Schneider's  to  dine 
between  February  and  Memorial  Day  were  surprised  to  find  a nickel- 
plated  token  at  each  place  setting  on  the  table.  Some  brass  tokens 
were  also  distributed  during  that  summer  and  the  10  silver  plated 
tokens  were  given  to  family  and  friends.  The  idea  was  to  get  repeat 
business  by  running  ads  calling  the  tokens  back  in  trade  for  a free 
lunch,  but  many  customers  were  unwilling  to  part  with  the  tokenl 

According  to  Mr.  Schneider,  these  are  the  only  tokens  issued  for 
the  restaurant  to  date,  but  he  plans  on  a 50th  anniversary  issue 
and  hinted  that  the  25  year  token  would  be  worth  at  least  a free 
dinner  by  then,  in  the  year  2010! 

If  you  are  in  the  area,  stop  by  for  something  to  eat,  he  might  just 
have  a spare  token  in  his  pocket.

1987  (SHOWBOAT  and  the  TAJ  MAHAL)  additional  interest  will  be  genera 
tedin  the  earlier  chip  issues  which  are  becoming  more  difficult  to 
find  as  time  goes  by  and  more  collectors  are  turned  on  to  this  newes 
collectible.  In  1988  the  CARNIVAL  CLUB  CASINO  is  scheduled  to  open.
